Historical

Of Town 


The fifty year history of your Volunteer Fire Department 
will bo published in the nc.xt three issiues, and will c-on- 
sist of four parts. We suggest that you clip the.se articles 
and save them, as much research has been extended to 
make th<' articles accurate. 

Part Two — B 

When Sierra Madre be¬ 
came incorporated, February 
20, 1907, the cry for some 
metliod of “adequate fire 
protection” was heard again. 

All agreed that now that 
Sierra Madre had the dis¬ 
tinction of being a city, 
along with the need for 'bet¬ 
ter streets, storm water, 

.street lighting, some method 
of “adequate fire .protection'” 
was also necessary. It was 
felt immediate steps should 
bo taken to provide this pro¬ 
tection, along with the ade¬ 
quate and .necessary appara 
tus, for the safety of the 
city and also that a volun¬ 
teer fire department should 
be organized' and eq'Uipped 
at once. These steps were 
neoe.ssary not only for the 
protectioin of property, but 
the expense of in.stallatio,n 
and maintenance would, In 
a large measure, he offset 
by reducer insurance rates 
by reduced insurance rates 
abnormally high.

A:_Well, I cannot prove it until it happens, but I can 

teU you why it will happen and I expect you to believe 
it and vote YES. The Water Department in some areas 
is in bad state of needing repairs, that will have to be 
done immediately. The Spreading Grounds must be 
cleaned before the fall rains. To do this work it is esti¬ 
mated that it will take about $300,000. Now if the Bonds 
pass the bond money will be available as soon as the 
Bonding Attorneys cern sell all of them or the part needed 
the money would be available. Water Bates would be 
raised on the basis of paying for the bonds over a period 
of say, 40-years. Now, If the bonds do not pass, the 
$300,000 will have to be raised immediately and paid lor 
immediately, hence the rate will hove to be higher to 
immediately raise this money. With a year ending balance 
of about SISOJIOO. plus water soles of only $300J)00 per year, 
see what a rate increase it would take to raise 
that amount of money.

New Law in effect: 

A prediction that 300,000 firms doing business in California 
under fictitious trade names will re-file under the new fictitious 
firm name law was made this week by William G. Sharp, county 
clerk of Los Angeles County. Sharp is chairman of a committee of 
county clerks which has been preparing procedures for the new 
statute. 

The new requirement for re-filing of all firm names goes into 
effect July 1,1971, but Sharp said the filings will be accepted by 
the county clerk’s offices beginning Monday, and he urged early 
filing in order to avoid the rush just before the July 1 deadline. 
The filing fee under the new law will be $10. Filings must be 
renewed hereafter at five year intervals. 

The Los Angeles county clerk also pointed out that the historic 
publication requirement has been continued under the new law 
and that publication of the statement once a week for four suc¬ 
cessive weeks in a newspaper of general circulation in the neigh¬ 
borhood of the affected business is required whenever there has 
been any change in the information contained in the certi-'icate 
previously filed. Publication will not be required in instances 
where there has been no change in the information carried in the 
eld certificate. 

A fictitious name. Sharp pointed out, is one that does not include 
the surname of the operator or one that implies the existence of 
other owners; or, if a corporation, if it includes a name other than 
the name given in the articles of incorporation. 

The purpose of the fictitious business name procedure is to 
protect the consumer in enabling him to find out the person with 
whom he is really dealing. Sharp said. If he has been defrauded by 
the “John Doe Television and Time Clock Repair Shop” and the 
shop is really owned and operated by “Richard Roe” or the “East 
Ganawanda Land and Farming Corporation,” the consumer can

Back in 1958, when California was just getting used 
to being a major league baseball state, the per kilowatt 
hfMJr cost to the average home owner was quite reason¬ 
able.

One way is to check out the use of energy right in your own home 


That seems obvious, but some people 
believe it costs more to turn lights 
off ami on. Untrue. (An exception is 
fluorescent lights. Turn them off only 
if you won’t be using them within 
30 minutes.) 

□ In summertime, set your air- 
conditioning thermostat as high as 
you can without being uncomfortable. 
The greater the difference between 
the indoor and outdoor temperature, 
the more it costs you. 

r~| To keep your house cooler, shade 
window areas from direct sunlight. 
Use awnings or plants that shield 
windows. 

□ To cut cooling costs, install an 
exhaust fan in your attic. It can 
reduce heat transmitted through 
your ceiling. 

□ Check the temperature setting on 
your water heater. Controls are set 
too high in many homes. And fix 
leaking faucets to save water and 
energy. 

Q Operate your dishwasher only ^ 
with a full load. Same holds true for 
your washer and dryer.

The lower you set your thermostat, 
night or day, the more energy you 
will save. 

□ If you happen to have electric 
heating, you probably have separate 
thermostats for individual rooms. 

If so, you can turn them down 

in rooms not in use. 

□ Don’t use your oven to heat your 
apartment or home. 

□ Turn off lights when not in use. 


Energy is essential to the 
economy and to the environment.

Alaska, our 49th state is 
growing at a tremendo'j.s 
pace. There is room for 
growth as Alaska is equal 
to on'e fifth of the total land 
area of the United' States. 
The climate Is not as severe 
as mo.st people think. The 
summers are delightful, and 
flowers, vegetables and fruit 
attain an enormous siM 
during the short growing 
■sea.son 

With a background of the 
old-fashioned movies we see 
of early Alaska many be¬ 
lieve thi.s state to be a land 
filled with hard-drinkers, 
but coffee surpa.sses hard 
liquor as a favorite drink. 
Coffee Is the standard greet¬ 
ing to a guest, and most 
Alaskan hou.soholds keep 
the coffeepot going most of 
the day and eve.ri far into 
the night. 

Alaskan cuisine is based 
largely upon that of the rest 
of the states, but there are 
certain distinctions. The 
])eople rely on heir local 
foods, particularly fish. Cod, 
halibut, herring, and- sol- 
man are the largest catches. 
Salmon is the great favor¬ 
ite and fine salmon dishes 
appear frequently on Alas- 
ka'n menus. It is broiled 
with butter, baked, and 
there is even a recipe for 
.salmon doughnuts. These 
are made with flaked cook¬ 
ed salmon, onions, mashed 
potatoes and eggs, which is 
patted' out and cut with a 
doughnut cutter and deep 
fried. Alaskan crab is be¬ 
coming important economi¬ 
cally. 

The gold prospectors of 


the early days were known 
as Alaskan “sourdoughs.” 
This name came from the 
hardy breed of men who 
had no bread, nor a store 
where b r e a .d' could be 
bought. TItey made a batch 
of .smir dough and kept it 
going from day to day as 
fcltey were on tlie trail in- 
search of gold. Many people 
in Ala.ska still make sour 
dough breads and pancakes. 
All kinds of broads, pastries 
and' cakes are popular, be¬ 
cause the crisp weather in¬ 
tensifies the desire for 
starches and sweets. Dough¬ 
nuts are special favorites. 

There ore many oddities 
in the food line In Alaska. 
Bulb kelp, a type of sea¬ 
weed found along the shore 
is made into pickles a.nd id- 
lies. Cranberries and blue¬ 
berries are somewhat differ¬ 
ent from the varieties to 
which we are accustomed', 
and are used in many un¬ 
usual ways — for relishes, 
puddings, an-d cranberry 
ketchup. Wild strawberries 
are found in the fields evc.n 
near the snow line. Other 
berries, such as salmonberry, 
a seeded yellow or red berry 
is used' for jellies. Black and 
red huckleberries, black and 
purple gooseberries, yellow 
cloudberries, and ju.neber- 
lies are u.sed for preserves. 

Wild game is available in 
Ala.ska. Wild ducks, gee^ 
and ptarmiga.n, mountain 
goats, rabbits and even 
beaver are used. Bear meat, 
caribou, moose and- reindeer 
are not rare and are used 
for steaks, chops, rib roasts,
